REPORT OF HELPING TEACHER 


Much of the work of the helping teacher during the 
present year has been in the area of curriculum develop- 
ment. Much of that done in the summer was in the social 
studies area of the middle and upper elementary grades. This 
was in preparation for meeting with teachers to clarify and 
strengthen the program. The proposed changes and develop- 
ments are not vast ones to be easily noticed, but rather of 
a type to develop the program which has been adopted. 
One project that is noticed by the pupils is in the fourth 
grades of the union. In this grade, there is a study of New 
Hampshire, but there is a lack of suitable material for 
pupil use. Material was presented to the teachers by the 
helping teacher, meetings were held to discuss it, and then 
each of the teachers having fourth grade youngsters took a 
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section to develop. This, with the material on additional 
topic that were suggested, has been developed by the group 
and resulted in a duplicated booklet of approximately fifty- 
five pages .or pupil use in each of the fourth grade rooms 
of Supervisory Union No. 10. 

Another activity started during the summer was a rather 
thorough study of the results of the standardized tests given 
in our schools. The results showed that the accomplish- 
ments were about that ofthe national average. The teachers 
are conscious of the pupil needs and efforts have been made 
to trv to meet some of. them. 

During the school year, the curriculum work has con- 
tinued. Efforts have been made to locate materials to aid 
in the presentation of various units in the grades and to get 
them listed for the teachers. Most of each school day is 
spent in the schools of the union with an effort being made 
to aid teachers requesting help with ‘specific problems, but 
some time is spent in visits to all classes.

To the Londonderry School Board: 


I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report as super- 
intendent of schools of Londonderry.

The total enrollment for grades one through eight for 
the period January 15th, 1958 was 364 as compared to 340 
for the same period last year, 340 two years ago, 352 three 
years previous.

Enrollments continue to increase. The total enrollment 
increased by 24. The actual increase as of Jan. 15 was 12. 
The average enrollment per grade is 43 and the average per 
room 34, This is in excess of the generally accepted maxi- 
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mum if the teaching process 1s as successful as we hope it 
to be. The high school enrollment increased by 6. This is the 
beginning of the increased enrollment at secondary level. 
The probability is that the enrollment next year will increase 
by 20 or more. The current eighth grade is the smallest 
group in school until we reach the 3rd grade. It seems as 
though the secondary load will become progressively larger 
at least until 1963. on the basis of our current enrollment. 


The teacher situation is not improving. The demand for 
qualified teachers exceeds the supply. New Hampshire has 
an average salary of $3,890 for all class room teachers in 
1957-58. The average for elementary class room teachers 
is $3,591.00. The averages for Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
and Massachusetts for all teachers are $4,950.00, $4,775.00 
and $4,650.00 respectively compared with New Hampshire’s 
$3,890.00. This results in an annual loss to our Southern 
neighbors. The district’s average for all instructional staff 
is $3,188.00 and for elementary class room teachers is 
$3,127.50. This puts the district in an unfavorable position 
when bargaining for the services of teachers. As last year’s 
report stated one of the measures needed to attract and re- 
tain the services of good teachers is to improve the economic 
status of teachers. It would seem desirable to move in this 


direction. 


The staff changes were greater in number this year than 
in any previous year. Mesdames Janosz, Pinard, Raymond 
and Hurley all resigned to accept positions elsewhere or for 
family reasons. Mesdames Smith, Tetreault, and Tsonas 
were engaged for the lower grade positions and Mr. Doucette 
for the Intermediate grade. The district was exceedingly 
fortunate to obtain the services of these teachers who were 
either experienced or graduates of a Teachers College. The 
administrative leadership of Mr. Walsh soon welded the 
staff into a cohesive unit that worked cooperatively and con- 
scientiously to serve the pupils well. The teachers have con- 
sistently rendered outstanding service in extra curricula 
activities as well as in the class room. Art, music, athletics, 
and other special activities are made available to the boys 
and girls because of the interest and abilities of the in- 


structional staff. 
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In addition to the regular staff the special services of 
the Rinehart Handwriting System, Mrs. Kelley and Mr. 
Raymond help the regular teachers to make a greater con- 
tribution to the educational progress of all pupils. 


The morale of the staff continues high. The congeniality 
of the staff is conducive to a pleasant atmosphere which is 
infectious and result in a happy school. It is a pleasure to 
work under such conditions.
